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JULY  UNIFORM  PRICE  S3. 92 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
milk  order  during  July  1962.3  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $3.92  per  hundred- 
weight for  milk  testing  3.5%.  A butterfat  differential  of  7,1  cents  for  each  one- 
tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3,5%  standard  will 
be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service 
deduction  and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price 
is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $3.92  price  for  July  1962 j is  40  cents  above  the  June  1962  price  but  10  cents 
below  the  July  1961  price. 

PRODUCTION  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  15,164,727  pounds  gf  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  July  1962,  of  which  11,679,887  pounds  or  77%  was  utilized  in  Class  I by  16  pool 
handlers.  Production  was  down  8.0%  from  June  1962.  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  was  down  1.0%  from  June  1962, 

AMENDMENT  TO  FORT  WAYNE  ORDER 

An  order  amending  Order  #47  based  on  the  record  of  a public  hearing  held  in  Fort  Wa3me 
on  February  5,  1962  becam.e  effective  August  1,  1962.  The  amended  order  (1)  Expands 
the  marketing  area  to  Include  Blackford,  Jay,  and  Wabash  counties;  and,  (2)  Bases  the 
Class  II  milk  price  on.  the  average  prices  paid  for  ungraded  milk  f.o.b,  plants  in 
Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  with  a limitation  that  such  price  not  exceed  the  butter- 
powder  formula  price  plus  ten  cents.
